I n d ia n a p o l is, July 31st.—Republicans of 
H enry county, Ind., to the num ber of 
about eleven hundred, paid their respects 
to General H arrison this m orning. They 
were a fine-looking body of m en. They 
were headed by General W illiam Grose, of 
Newcastle, a comrade of General Harrison 
in the campaign around A tlanta. 
General H arrison in his speech touched 
upon our commercial relations w ith South 
America, and advocated the subsidizing ot 
steam ship lines to South Am erican and 
Central American States. 
General Alger arrived from Detroit about 
noon, in tim e to dine with Geneial H arri­ 
son. 
The H enry county delegation returned in 
the afternoon, and General Harrison intro­ 
duced 
General Alger, 
who 
responded, 
thanking them for the cordial reception 
and touching briefly on the issues of the 
day. 
Alger also dwelt on what he termed the 
great danger of the Suprem e Bench becom­ 
ing wholly Democratic, aud said the only 
sate way out of the difficulty is to elect a 
Republican P.esident. 
In an interview this evening General 
Alger «aid. among other things, that the 
Republicans of Michigan would m ake an 
effort to get Blaine to stum p that State, 
and in response to a query he sm ilingly 
denied that he had recently left his check, 
while in New York, w ith Chairm an Quay 
for one hundred thousand dollars or any 
other sum .

D e m o c ra ts a n d L ab or M en W h o W ill 
Htand in fo r P r o te c tio n . 


N ew Y o r k. July 31st.—The procession of 
Democrats m aking its way to the Repub­ 
lican party is not decreasing in this city. 
David J. Naughton, one of lhe most prom ­ 
inent labor men in New Y ork is Judge 
Advocate 
of 
District 
Assembly 49 of 
K nights of Labor. H e says he has always 
been a Democrat. 
He was a m em ber of 
the General Committee in Tam m any Hall 
in 1884. but is not going to vote for Cleve­ 
land this year. 
Naughton said: 
“One 
hundred thousand Irishm en who have 
heretofore voted the Democratic ticket will 
vote for H arrison this year. It is a com­ 
mon charge that Irishm en who are oppos­ 
ing the tariff policy of the Democratic 
party are acting selfishly. 
Perhaps they 
are, but I want to ask you if the English 
free traders who want us to pass free-trade 
bills are not acting selfishly. 
“I have been a salesman in the drygoods 
business for tw enty years. 
Do you know 
we are m aking no woolen goods here at all 
of the kind that are sold over the counters 
of the big drygoods houses in this city? 
W hy, pretty nearly all the woolen goods 
sold in this city are made in France and 
in Germany. 
W e can't m ake them here 
under the present tariff', because we pay 
our workm en too high a rate.” 
“ W hy can’t ycu m anufacture ladies’ 
dress goods in this country.” 
“ The present, tariff does not adm it of it. 
Even under the present tariff we are 
obliged to patronize Germ any and France, 
when as a m atter of fact we can m ake a 
better article here. French m anufacturers 
are m aking the bulk of the money that is 
being made in the clothing trade. 
I want 
Americans to nmlte that m oney; that is 
all there is about the m atter.” 
, Naughton crated that in his opinion 
D.O.OOii Den 
■ its, principally Irishm en, 
will vote t í llepublieau ticket this year. 
It is estim aud that there are 490,1)00 Irish­ 
m en in New Y'ork and suburbs. 
It is a 
fact that pretty nearly nine-tenths of these 
Irishm en have voted the Democratic ticket. 
One hundred thousand votes this year from 
Irish Democrats in 
favor of Harrison 
would settle the issue in this State and 
determ ine the election. 
The latest of these workingm en out for 
H arrison ts Daniel Quinn, who is foreman 
of the Morgan Iron W orks, th at John 
Boach owned.

N e w Y o r k , Ju ly 31st.—The contract la­ 
bor investigation was resumed this m orn­ 
ing. 
The first witness, an Italian, testified 
that he was persuaded to sell his land in 
Italy to come here, on the prom ise of work, 
but he had found no work aud had no 
money. 
H e expected some one to pay his 
passage back to Italy. 
A society sent him 
here. 
W hen he lauded at Castle Garden 
he w s told by the agent of the society that 
be would get work "as soon as God sent 
it,” that the m atter was “in the hands of 
the A lm ighty.” 
In Naples the agent of 
the society told him he was fortunate to be 
consigned to the society 
New Y'ork, as 
all such em igrants were at once provided 
with work, the New Y'ork society owning 
lands on which they employed Italian im ­ 
migrants, whereas other im m igrants were 
not so fortunate. 
H e was induced to pay 
ten or twelve francs more than the rc-gu'.ar 
rates by these statem ents. 
This was a sam ple of the testimony. 
This witness gave a note on his farm in 
Italy and expected it would now be seized, 
as he could not raise the money. Money 
ltttders charged as much as 110 per ceut. 
Othpr Italians testified to being deluded 
by im m igration agents.

W ashington, July 31st.—In the Senate 
this m orning Senator Frye rcpiorted favora­ 
bly the O uthwaite Pacific Railroad bill, 
which had received the signatures of the 
whole committee. 
A num ber of bills were reported by 
Senator Plum b from the Committee on 
Public Lands, among which was the bill 
to create the Lincoln Land District in New 
Mexico. 
A joint resolution was introduced and 
adopted authorizing the Chair to appoint a 
Commission to investigate the commercial 
relations of the United States with Canada. 
The sundry civil service bill was then 
taken up and the discussion over the 
em eudm ent for a public building at Atchi 
son, Kansas was resumed. 
A vote was taken on the Atchi-on public 
building am endm ent, which resulted in its 
rejection. 
Senator Spooner introduced an am end­ 
ment to reim burse several States and m e 
District of Columbia for the direct tax. 
A point of order was raised and the 
am endm ent was ruled out. 
T h e U oune. 
W ashington, July 31st.—In the House 
to-day the Clerk laid before the House a 
letter from Speaker Carlisle, announcing 
his enforced absence from the city for a few 
days, and Mills was elected Speaker pro 
tem and took the chair. 
Dibble cailed up the conference teport 011 
the Om aha public building bill. 
After a long debate the report was re­ 
jected. 
The House then went into Committee of 
the W hole on the arm y appropriation bill, 
with the Senate am endm ents.

R ill.tiO iU INDEBTEDNESS. 


T h e S en u te R ep o rt on th e O u th w a ite 
F u n d in g B ill. 
[Copyright. 1888, by the C alifornia A sso cia te Press.) 
W ashington, July 31st.—Senator Frye 
from the select comm ittee appointed to in ­ 
vestigate Pacific railroads reported back 
favorably the bill reported in the House 
for the adjustm ent of the Pacific railroads 
indebtedness, known as the O uthwaite bill- 
Mr. Frye said in m aking the report that 
there was no difficulty in investigating the 
Union Pacific and the Central Branch 
thereof; but it was not so w ith the Central 
Pacific, which they had not yet reported 
on. They found the present am ount of 
these debts to be nearly $94,000 000, and on 
which about $15,000,000 interest lied been 
paid at live per cent, per annum on their 
receipts. The subject had been referred to 
certain insurance actuaries aud on their re 
port, Mr. Frye said, the com m ittee m ight 
offer an am endm ent to this bill, including 
the Central Pacific road in its provisions. 
T he report is signed by every m em ber of 
the committee. 
Accompanying the report 
were num erous m em orials from Boards of 
Trade in the W est asking for the passage 
of this bill. 
The report cites the history of the finan­ 
cial operations of the roaa in its dealings 
with the Government and says the hill 
seetns to be a very satisfactory settlement 
of the debt due from the Union Pacific and 
the cfntral branches of the Union Pacific to 
the Governm ent. The report says : It fixes 
the am ount of m oney w hich.it out at in­ 
terest on July 1, 1888, at 3 per cent, per 
annum , the sim ple interest would be equal 
to the entire sum due from the corporation 
when the debt m atures. 
After m aking proper allowances for the 
payments already made, it takes the sink­ 
ing fun 1 in part paym ent of this sum and 
makes the companies give their bon is for 
the balance bearing interest at the rate of 
3 per cent, payable semi annually, and re­ 
quires them to pay a portion of these bonds 
every six m onths, so that at the end of fifty 
years the entire debt will be paid. 
It re­ 
quires the companies 
to give contract 
mortgages upon all their property of every 
kind to secure these bonds, and makes 
proper provision for a foreclosure, while it 
permits the companies to take up and pay 
the whole or only part of the bonds at any­ 
time. if their financial condition makes it 
possible for them to do so.

O ne H u n d red A p a c h e s L ea v e San C arlo , 
I.ed b y C o lle g e G ra d u a tes. 
T ucson (A. T.), Ju ly 31st—The reports 
of the Indian outbreak received on Sunday 
were in no way exaggerated. 
The trouble 
at the San Carlos reservation with the 
Apaches is ranch more serious than at first 
supposed. 
It seems th at the Indians have 
been stealing and killing cattle aud jerking 
the meat, preparatory to an outbreak, and 
when Sieber and bis party of scouts went 
to arrest them they opened fire on the 
posse, killing three Indian scouts. The 
scouts returned the fire, wounding several 
Indians. 
The Indians at once left the res 
ervation, followed by a larger band, accom ­ 
panied by their squaws. 
The raiders were 
pursued by the scouts, but soon broke into 
sm all bands arid took to the m ountains. It 
is generally believed that they are well pro­ 
vided with food and am m unition, and all 
the Governm ent has failed to furnish them 
with is cannon. 


W E L L F IX E D F O R A R A ID , 
They are all armed w ith the best W in­ 
chester rifles. 
It is not known how many 
have got out, but the num ber m ust be 
large, and their families going with them 
shows that they have anticipated the move. 
Sieber, chiet of scouts, has been long in 
t he service and is a determ ined man, much 
feared and hated by the Indians. 
H e was 
shot at at several times one year ago, while 
sitting in front of his tent, by Indians who 
were determ ined he should die for having 
so successfully headed them oil' in their 
spring raid. Captain Pierce was also shot 
at at the same tim e. Two troops of cavalry- 
left Fort Lowell early this m orning to head 
the renegades off if they come south along 
the San Pedro, but owing to the heavy 
rains and high waters, the Indians can 
avoid regularly traveled trails and thus 
avoid the troops. 


a hundred savages now out. 
Later news from San Carlos says that the 
nurnbei of Indians who have left the 
reservation is about 100, and that there is 
great excitem ent am ong all the bands. 
Those who have gone out are cf the Tonto 
and Cbiricahua bands, the most fierce and 
savage of all the Apache tribes. 
It is said 
that they are led by some of the Carlisle 
(Pa.) Indian School graduates who have re­ 
cently returned to San Carlos. 
Last year 
they were led by a H am pton School grad­ 
uate, which makes ludian-hunting a d an ­ 
gerous pastime, 
as 
their 
leaders 
are 
thoroughly conversant w ith the habits of 
the white11. Two years ago there were over 
one hundred Indian scouts on the pay-roll 
at San Carlos. They have lately retused to 
re enlist, owing to the anticipated trouble 
with the whites, and now there are not 
forty on the rolls.

feel m uch 
aggrieved because Captain Jack and seven 
other Indians were sent to the Columbus 
(O.) prison several weeks ago. 


S E T T L E R S A N D M IN E R S W A R N E D . 
Settlers and m iners are being notified in 
all directions of the ouibreak. 
The wildest 
rum ors are afloat here regarding the trouble. 
Six companies from Fort H uaehuca, two 
from F ort Lowell, two from W hipple B ar­ 
racks and four from San Carlos, are now in 
the held.

SCHOOL FUND APPORTIONMENT. 


The revelations of the new school cen­ 
sus just taken in San Francisco are more 
than surprising. 
They disclose a rascally 
plan to rob the State, or else a reckless 
neglect of duty regardless of consequences, 
ilher of which ought to consign the per­ 
petrators to the ¡>enitentiary. 
Hildebrandt, the original Census Mar­ 
shal, evidently took no new lists of census 
school children, but using old returns, 
added a hap-hazard percentage of increase, 
and made bis rejtort in eagar haste to se­ 
cure his fees. 
He thus re|K>rted 82,090 
children in San Francisco of school age. 
liut the census just taken to undo his ras­ 
cality shows that the true number of census 
children is 59,713. Thus the State was, 
under the Hildebrandt management, to be 
robl>ed of the per capita allowance upon 
nearly 23,000 names of children who tura 
out to be myths. 
It is complained byoueof the San F ran ­ 
cisco journals that the more recent census 
is inaccurate, since it must omit the San 
Francisco children now absent in the 
country. This is ridiculous. It is unlikely 
that the Census Marshals found no trace of 
these children. 
Their districts were very 
small, and it wa» a matter of comparative 
ease for the children resident in eacli block 
to l«o ascertained, even if some were ont of 
the city on vacation jaunts. 
The self­ 
interest of the Census Marshals lie in 
returning the largest |>ossible number of 
names; they are not likely, therefore, to 
a nit returns of a family because it is “out 
of town," when it is easy to ascertain the 
essential facts concerning it. 
Nor is it at 
sll likely that the Marshals neglected to 
ascertain in every block if any families 
were absent, when they canvassed for the 
census. 
The probabilities, therefore, are 
that the new census is very nearly correct 
—even the journal to which we refer ad­ 
mit- that at the very Ixwt, Hildehrandit’s 
returns were fraudulent to the extent of 
m inv thousands of names. The .State thus 
saves al»out $147,000 to lier school fuud, 
and the fact is put on record that Sail 
Fmncisco drew ¡>er capita allowance in 
1884 upon nearly 4,000 too many children 
of reported school age. The returns of that 
year exceeded those of 1888 by more than 
3,000 names and the excess of numbers lias 
be .i adhered to every vear since then. 
There is a looseness about this whole 
• tern of taking the school census that 
need* to be corrected. 
It ought to be able 
to devise methodsof ascertaining the mini 
her of children of school age ujion which to 
base the apportionment of school funds 
that will exclude all incentive to make 
false returns. 
Under the present system, 
the more census children a county can re- 
Jsirt, the larger the share of the school 
fund, and hence Marshals arc urged to “rake 
and scrape” their district for all possible 
names to swellthe list,and even the most con­ 
scientious of school boards have been known 
to wink at the extravagances of Marshals’ 
reports. 
It is 
i fact that thousands of 
names are returned of children not yet five 
and of those more thau -eventeen years of 
age, and that in many instances returns 
are made fraudulent in this way without 
much concealment. 
But let us suppose 
the system of apiwrtiomnent to be based 
ujKin the mean numlier of children found 
in actual attendance upon public schools 
between given and pretty widely separated 
dates. 
Would not the division of the 
funds be as jusl as now, since the relation 
between the number in, and those out of 
school, is about the same in all communi­ 
ties? 
At least, regarding this latter state­ 
ment, if exceptions of cities should be made, 
would not the attendance basis secure to 
each community, cities included, just as 
fair apportionment ? 
This system would not affect the amount 
of money to tie devoted to public educa­ 
tion per capita. 
We would raise precisely 
as much money, and devote as much to the 
public schools, but we would have an ac­ 
curate method of ascertaining the need of 
each county for aid from the common 
fund. 
The -ystem would also exclude 
from competition the very large class be­ 
tween, sty twelve and seventeen years of 
age, that do not go to any school and will 
not. and why these should be included in 
an apportionment standard we are unable 
to perceive. 
The thoughtful reader will 
also see other and equally as strong rea­ 
sons for the proposed method of distribut­ 
ing the school fund upon the basis of the 
demand, or the actual advantage taken of 
the public bounty, as evinced by practical 
use of the public school system. 


has greatly thriven through the quasi­ 
participation of the Government, and 
the moral sense of the nation has l>een 
greatly debauched by the receipt of enor­ 
mous sum- of money collected from the 
whisky interest.’’

THE NOHIHATIOK OF JUDGE BEATTY. 


Sacramento has been complimented by 
the Republican State Convention in the 
unopposed choice of one of her distin- 
gui.-hed and most devoted citizens to lead 
the State ticket. The selection of J ttdge 
W .H . Beatty as candidate for Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court was one eminently 
proper to be made. 
It is a frank acknowl­ 
edgment of the ability and high character 
of J udge Beatty, and which in this com­ 
munity especially, as well as in California 
and Nevada generally, command for him 
the respect and esteem of all the people. 
Judge Beatty has filled witli distinguished 
honor a similar position ujion the Supreme 
bench of the State of Nevada, and this ex­ 
perience, coupled with his admitted fine 
legal ability as an advocate and a coun­ 
selor, hi- irreproachable character, his in­ 
dependence of political influences and 
freedom from entangling alliances, make 
the nomination of this distinguished jurist 
equivalent to election.

Republican State Convention of the year, 
convened for the purpose of nom inating 
candidates for Chief Justices of the Su­ 
prem e Court, Presidential Electors and 
Congressmen, m et at Odd Fellow s’ H all 
this afternoon. 
Ever since Saturday even­ 
ing the delegations from the interior have 
been arriving, comparing notes and cau­ 
cusing for the candidates. 
A caucus of the soutnern delegations was 
held at the Palace Hotel, at which it was 
decided to withdraw Judge W orks from 
the contest for Chief Justice and put him 
up for the place which will be m ade va­ 
cant by the resignation of Judge AleKin- 
stry, who was elected in 1879 and took of­ 
fice January 1, 1880. H is term of twelve 
years was shortened one year by the new 
Constitution, and he has. therefore, two 
m ore years to serve. 
Last night the Alam eda delegation m et 
and agreed to support Judge W . E. Grepne 
for Chief Justice and Joseph M cKenna for 
Congress. 
M. M. Eslee caused the announcem ent to 
be m ade last night that he did not desire to 
be nom inated for Eleetor-at-large, and it 
was decided to place John F. Swift in the 
field as 
the running m ate to Colonel 
Barnes. 
Last night the general sentim ent was in 
favor of nom inating Judge Beattv, of Sac­ 
ram ento, for Chief Justice, and Judge 
W orks, of San Diego, for the place made 
vacant by the resignation of Judge Mc- 
K instry. 
This sentim ent, for geograph­ 
ical reasons, grew as the hours wore away, 
but the friends of the other candidates did 
not despair. 
MEETING OF THE CONVENTION. 
The first man to arrive at the Convention 
hall was Mr. Steppacher, Secretary of the 
State Central Committee. 
Under his di­ 
rection the hall had been decorated in a 
tasty and appropriate fashion. The effect 
of the whole was to give the hall a cheerful 
and pleasant appearance. The stage was 
heavily draped with American flags, and 
the arch overhanging it bore the following 
m o tto : “ Protection to American Indus­ 
tries. 
For President, Benjamin H arrison ; 
for Vice-President, Levi P. M orion.” 
The Convention consists of 458 delegates, 
nearly all of whom were present. 
General Dimond, Chairm an of the State 
Central Committee, called the Convention 
to order, and delivered a brief but spirited 
address, in which he re-echoed the demand 
of the Republican party for protection to 
Am erican industries and labor.

W ashington, July 31st.—The posioffice 
building bill, which has already been un­ 
der consideration in Committee of the 
Whole, will in all probability be defeated 
unless it is materially amended. The bill 
provides for tbe building of postotlice 
buildings throughout the country, and car­ 
ries a great deal of wrong with it. The 
opposition to it is owing' to its failure to 
provide for buildings in large cities, no 
town of more than 25,000 inhabitants com­ 
ing w ithin its provisions. 
Three classes 
are made. Towns whose postotlice receipts 
have during the last three years amounted 
to 
$3,000 
or 
more 
a 
year, 
under 
tbe provisions of this bill are entitled to a 
building to cost not more than $15,000. 
Towns, whose receipts have been $15.000, 
and not more than $20,000. arc to have 
buildings to cost not more thau $20,000, 
and 
towns 
where 
the 
receipts 
have 
amounted to more than $20,000 and less 
than $25,000 are to have buildings at a cost 
of $25,000 
Here, however, the bill stops, failing to 
m ake any provision for large cities, many 
of which are «'ill without much-needed 
buildings. 
It is in the large cities where 
the item of rent really am ounts to a sum 
worth saving 
C ingressinan Cannon of Illinois, whose 
State gets a big slice of the money appro­ 
priated, said to-night that the bill would 
never pass because the members from all 
the large cities would oppose it. 
He has 
prepared an am endm ent, which he will 
ofier when tbe bill next comes up for con­ 
sideration, which will bring the larger 
towns in. 
If this is accepted by the friends 
of the bill there is a good chance for its 
passage.

Beyond that, it is not 
more objectionable than the usual run of 
sensational society dramas, and less so than 
very many of them.

mand for Newcastle fruit in the East dur­ 
ing the present season and so satisfactory 
the prices obtained, that everything there 
in the fruit line is being cleaned ont in 
good shape. The frnit men around Colo­ 
ras, Uniontown, Gold Hill and other 
places in El Dorado county, even as far as 
thirty miles distant, have been quite largely 
marketing their fruit at Newcastle. The 
Newcastle people have as good facilities for 
handling the fruit crop as any place in 
California, the truit being received at one 
door of the truit houses; the packages are 
sorted over and then loaded in the cars at 
the other end of the buildings, within one 
hundred feet of where received from 
the producer’s wagon. The frnit is there­ 
fore picked, packed and marketed in the 
forenoon, loaded in the cars in the after­ 
noon and evening, and started by train the 
same evening for the East.

AGRICULTURAL PARK. 
E xtensive Im provem ents to the G rand 
and Special Stands—Pavilion Notes. 
The State Agricultural Society is spend­ 
ing some $10,000 in making improvements 
at Agricultural Park. The grand, Directors’ 
and special stands were all raised two and 
one-half feet. The supports rest upon 
brick columns four feet in hight, which are 
capped with a cast-iron piece, with a mor­ 
tice for the post to set in. These mortices 
are filled with coal tar, and it is said the 
stand is made so strong that it will last for 
twenty years. The special and Directors’ 
stands at the south end have been swung 
further in towards the track, and the view 
very much improved. The special stand 
will be seated with chairs, the same as the 
Directors’, and all the seats on the grand 
stand overhauled, repaired and painted. 
The seating capacity of all the stands is 
something over 5,000, not including the 
long rows of circus seats erected to the 
right of the first turn. Instead of theie 
being two stairways leading into the grand 
stand from the center oí the quarter-stretch, 
there is but one, which comes up just to 
the rear of the reporters' stand. The stands 
have been repainted throughout, giving the 
place a fresh, cleanly appearance. 
The place beneath the grand stand where 
they have their saloon, restaurant, chop- 
houses, pool-selling, etc., has been raised 
two and one-half feet,and the quarter-stretch 
filled in with earth to that depth. This 
will give those standing on the first floor a 
view of the entire track, and those on the 
quarter-stretch will not be compelled to go 
up stairs if they desire to see the race. 
The places for pool-selling are fixed up in 
eiegant shape, and instead of being out on 
the quarter-stretch, will be inside, entirely 
out of the view of those on the grand or 
special stands. Two pool pool stands are 
fitted; up, one on each side of the stairway 
leading into the grand stand from the 
saloon. One will be devoted to the Paris 
Mutual and the other to straight pools. 
The judges’ stand has been torn down 
and a new one is to be erected. It will be 
immediately before and below the report­ 
ers stand, or on the site of the old one. It 
is to be hoped that in building a new one 
they will not put the black-boards up so as 
to shut out the view from the reporters’ 
stand of one hundred yards of the track, as 
did the old stand. 
A space 160x200 in size has been added 
to the park in the southeast corner, and 
has been inclosed by a fence of rustic 
twelve feet in hight. in this iuclosure has 
been erected four sheds or stables, fitted up 
with pens and coops for sheep, swine and 
poultry. These buildings are in size 20x156 
feet, and good broad driveways are between 
each. The pig-pens, sheep corrals and 
chicken coops that did service for so many 
years between the cattle and horse sheds in 
the southern part of the park have been 
tom away. A portion of this ground has 
already been utilized by the erection of a 
cottage stable with twenty elegant stalls. 
It wa9 planned and built under the direc­ 
tion of Secretary Smith, and is the hand­ 
somest structure iu the park. Another 
building of the same style is to be erected 
beside it. Forty-four new horse stalls are 
to be built along the fence that incloses the 
new addition. All of the stables and rows 
of stalls are being repaired and renovated, 
and the paint and whitewash brush is be­ 
ing plied on every band. A large number 
of horses are in training at the park, and 
those who desire to see some excellent 
work and trials of speed can do so by tak­ 
ing an early walk to the park any morning. 
The entries to all the races at the State 
Fair this season, and the fixed running 
events for 1S89 90, will close wi:h the Sec­ 
retary to-day. 
AT THE PAVIfilOS. 
A visit to the pavilion yesterday after­ 
noon found Ed. Smith, the Secretary, and 
his two assistants busily engaged. * The 
former was wrestling with a peanut butcher, 
who wanted to secure space in the pavilion. 
He could ask more questions in a minute 
tbaH Smith could answer in haif an hour. 
“ Yes ; we are going to have a big fair 
this year," said the Secretary. " The county 
exhibits will occupy all of Horticultural 
Hall, three of the conservatories and the 
major part of the main hall. This will be 
an agricultural fair in every sense of the 
word. The counties that have secured 
space are the following: Amador, Cala­ 
veras, El Doraao, Nevada, Placer, Yuba, 
Sutter, Tehama. Colusa. Yolo, Sacramento, 
San Joaqnin, Merced, Fresno, Tulare, and 
San Diego.” 
“ Where is Butte?” inquired the re­ 
porter. 
Mr. Smith—Oh ! they have gone back on 
the State Fair and have cast their lot 
with the Mechanics’ Institute in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
“ I ll tell you what is the matter," said 
an Orovilie gentleman who was present; 
“ General Bidwell is running that thing, and 
he won't allow an exhibit to come here be­ 
cause the Society gives purses for horse- 
racing. ’ 
Mr. Smith said he was confident that the 
attendance at the Pavilion this year would 
be far in excess of that of any preceding 
year. This would largely be caused by the 
great number of county exhibits. The cit­ 
izens of all sections will want to come to 
Sacramento to see how the products of 
their county compare with those of their 
neighbors. 
The an depaitment will he under the 
superintendency of Norton Bush, who has 
come out from New York for that especial 
purpose. Mr. Bush says, from promises 
already made, the exhibit this year will be 
very much superior to tnat of last season. 
A meeting of the Board of Directors will 
be held Saturday, August 4tli, at 1 r. M., to 
arrange the general speed programme and 
fix events for 1888-89-90.

SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


Hundred* of Itoyu Beady and Anxious to 
P ick Fruit. 
On the 17th instant the State Board of 
Trade issued a circular announcing that 
the picking and packing of the fruit now 
ripening in the orchards of the State would 
give employment to a large number of 
laborers in excess of those offering, and 
that in view of this fact General Manager 
Towne, of the Southern Pacific Company, 
had agreed to transport boys and girls from 
the cities of Sacramento. San Francisco, 
Stockton and Los Angeles to any point 
where their services might be needed, for 
half rates, and to return them to their 
homes free, after the work was over. It 
has been continually asserted by the farm­ 
ers and fruit-growers that they employ 
Chinese only because they cannot get white 
help, and that assertion has been accepted 
as a fact. 
On the receipt of the circular from the 
State Board, the Improvement Association 
in this city took the matter in hand, and 
without advertising extensively, posted a 
few notices requesting boys who desired 
work in the orchards to register their 
names at the headquarters of the Associa­ 
tion und be ready to take employment as 
soon as it was ascertained just whpre they 
were wanted. The result was that m less 
than forty-eight hours about 125 boys had 
registered, and have since besieged the of­ 
fice daily asking when they are going to 
gef work. Finding that there were plenty 
of boys ready to enter the field, the Asso­ 
ciation advertised in the newspapers asking 
farmers who could give employment to 
boys to send in their names, but up to the 
present time not one bov has been called 
for.In the meantime men are arriving in this 
city daily lookiD g for work, who say they 
have been to the principal orchards in the 
several counties and find them filled with 
Chinese, and that there is no work for 
white men. Most of them are men lately 
from the East, who have come here under 
the impression that labor was in demand, 
and they are naturally disappointed and 
indignant.

THE ARMY AM) NAYY. 
Tlie O ld Boys Itally to the S tan d ard of 
H arrison and M orton. 
A meeting of the Army and Navy Re­ 
publican League was held last evening at 
the headquarters on Fourth street. There 
was a large attendance oí old soldiers and 
considerable enthusiasm manifested during 
the evening. T. H. Berkey, Commander, 
upon calling the meeting to order an­ 
nounced that a communication had been 
received from Senior Vice-Commander, 
General E. S. Salomon, requesting that the 
Sacramento Camp elect five delegates to the 
State Encampment to be held at No. 419 
California street, San Francisco, this even­ 
ing. The following comrades were chosen 
as delegates: O. P. Dodge, J. R. Laine, J. 
W. Reeves, W. W. Coons and Frank A. 
Smith. 
J. C. Medley introduced the following re­ 
solution,which was unanimously adopted: 
Whereas, It is now settled beyond a doubt 
that General Benjamin Harrison will be in­ 
augurated President of the United States on the 
4th of March next, therelore, be it 
Betoiivd, That a grand camp fire be held by 
all the old soldiers of the late war, from Maine 
to Oregon, on the evening of March 4,1884, with 
headquarters at Washington, D. C., under the 
auspices of the Army and Navy Republican 
League of the United States. 
The delegates were instructed to present 
a copy of this resolution to the Slate En­ 
campment to-night. During the evening 
about forty new names were added to the 
roll. The Camp adjourned to meet at the 
same place on Saturday evening. The 
League membership on this coast numbers 
nearly 4,000 of the soldiers of the late war. 
RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 
Three Engines Dam aged and .Several 
Cars Sm ashed. 
Two freight trains came in collision at 
Antelope Station at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning, causing considerable damage, 
though no one was injured. Train No. 7, 
hound East, and train No. 14, West-bound, 
had orders to meet at Antelope. No. 7 ar­ 
rived at the west switch and was about to 
back on to the siding when No. 14 arrived. 
For some reason the air-brakes would not 
bold, and the latter train could not be 
stopped in time to prevent a collision. The 
Weet-bound was a very heavy train, drawn 
by two engines, Nos. 175 and 250, while 
the No. 7 was drawn by engine No. 239. 
When they came toeether the pilots of all 
the engines were broken and they were 
otherwise badly demoralized, but none of 
them went off the track and were palled 
on the siding without much difficulty. 
Seven cars in train No. 7 were ditched, 
two of them, one loaded with vegetables 
and the other with hay, being so badly 
smashed up that the contents had to be 
transferred 'o other cars. Two cars loaded 
with ice on train 14 were also wrecked. 
No. 7 was pulled back to Arcade, and No. 
14 back to Roseville Junction, in order to 
allow the wrecking train to get to work. 
The track was entirely cleared in less than 
four boars, and the passenger trains were 
only slightly delayed. 
Several cars attached to freight train No. 
6, west-bound, jumped the track at Crockett 
yesterday morning No serious damage 
was done, but the San Francisco passenger 
train was delayed over half an hour.
